The Bullock -Angier Imbroglio. 


On the 22d of January, we published the 
State Treasurer’s Report to the House of 
Representatives which had been communi- 
cated to that body, in response to a reso- 
lution adopted the day previous. 

On the 27th of Jauuary we published 
Governor Bullock's reply to said Report, 
together with the Treasurer's rejoinder. 
Shortly after this the Sub-Committee to 
whom the matter had,in the meantime, 
been referred, published a card in which 
the public was urgently requested to sus- 
pend its opinion, the Committee pledging 
itself to a full investigation of all the facts, 
and a speedy report upon thesame. Upon 
this report we have been patiently waiting, 
notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Cleg- 
horn, one of the Committee, whose name 
was appended to that card, has since pub- 
licly disclaimed the authenticity of his 
signature thereto. This, in connection 
with the further statement of Mr. C. that 
Governor Bullock alone was respoasible 
for the publicity of the card of the Com- 
mittee, after General Morgan, (another 
member of the Commiltee) and himself 
had withdrawn it from the city press, has 
weakened our faith inthe forthcoming re- 
port of that Committee, be it what it may. 
These facts coupled with an organized ef- 
fort in another quarter to prejudice the 
public mind, without apparent cause, 
against the Treasurer, and to forestall pub- 
lic opinion, furnishes the occasion for our 

article. 

The apologists of Governor Bullockgin 
their anxiety to screen his Excellency from 
the charge of unwarrantably using the 
public funds, bring precedents to his sup- 
port. This, we apprehend, is not a ques- 
tion of precedent; it is one of law. As 
between the two we cleave to the latter. 
Was Governor Bullock authorized, under 
existing law, without warrant, to draw the 
$35,000? If he was, there ends the contro- 
versy. If he was not so authorized, then 
the Governor has assumed the prerogatives 
of a law unto himself in defiance of the 
statutes of Georgia; and the Treasurer was 
but discharging a plain duty in reporting 
the same to the Honse. There was no 
other course for that officer to pursue with- 
out becoming an accessory, and rendering 
himself and sureties responsible for the 
amount. Were the precedents sufficient to 
sustain the Governor, they would yet fur- 
nish no reason for condemning the Treas- 
urer in adhering to the law. 

According to section 86 of the Code, the 
Treasurer shall pay out no money only 
upon the warrants of the Governor, when 
eountersigned by the Comptroller General, 
excepting the drafts of the President of the 
Senate and Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, for the sums due to the mem- 
bers and officers of their respective bodies.“ 

S0 pointed is the law in its guardian- 
ship of the public funds that it places the 
Comptroller General as a check between 
the Governor and Treasurer, in the event 
that either were disposed to unlawfully 
use the the same. +. 28 

The Governor has no power to use the 
funds of the State for any purpose, unless 
the same be drawn from the Treasury on 
the warrant of the Executive, counter- 
signed by the Comptroller General. He 
cannot use one dollar even of the contin- 
gent fund unless obtained through the 
game process. Neither the Constitution 
nor the Code confer upon him such au- 
thority. When it was ascertained that 
Gov. Bullock had used $35,000 belonging 
to the State, we thought strange he Lad 
not in bis message advised the Legislature 
of the fact, stating for what purpose it had 
been used, and if for the benefit of the. 
State, that he had not requested that body 
to approve the act and appropriate an 
amount to meet the expenditure. Failing 


as became the Treasurer of the State of 
Georgia. The facts furnished by him to 
the House in response to a resolution of 
that body, no one has dared to gainsay. 
An officer, who by his acts proves himeelt 
to be unblemished in honor and integrity, 
should be sustained by every good citizen 
of the State in these times of general prof- 
ligacy and corruption. We would be dere- 
lict to our sense of justice did we not con- 
demn every attempt to prejudice the con- 
duct of such an officerin the public esti- 
mation. The Governor and his friends 
censure the Treasurer for what they term 
his “imprudence” in giving publicity to 
affairs deep'y concerning the public. Ac- 
cording to their version, should a band of 
robbers demand the entire contents of the 


criminal in him to cry “robber.” Their 
censure of the Treasurer is without any 
foundation in fact. Were it true that he 
had been “imprudent,” as charged in this 
instance, he would still deserve the com- 
mendation of the public for his vigilance. 
It is well known chat C. C. Cleghorn, one 
of the committee, published a card in this 
paper, condemning the unauthorized use of 
his name in connection with the card pub- 
lished by the Committee, stating that Gov. 
Bullock himself telegraphed it to the 
country. The object of that resolution 
was not only to forestall, but to misiead 
public opinion. Had it not been a precon- 
eerted plot on the part of certain parties 
to mislead the public as well as to misrep- 
resent the Committee, why did several 
members of the Committee decline its pub- 
lication in the city papers? It was an un- 
just attempt to bring odium upon the 
Treasurer without cause, and to bolster the 
Governor upon false premises. 

Impotent as appeared the defense of the 

Governor against the plain unvarnished 
statement of the Treasurer, we were yet 
disposed to hear, before condemning him. 
We have waited until delay is without an 
excuse. Several weeks have elapsed since 
the Treasurer showed that the Governor 
had drawn 833.000 of the funds of the State, 
which he had not accounted for. And, 
yet, during this time he-is as dumb as if 
his tongue had been palsied by the con- 
centrated shock of a hundred thunder 
guns. Theonly pretext with him for refus- 
ing to inform the people of Georgia what he 
did with their $35,000, unlawfully used by 
him, is that the Treasurer had placed 
himself in an attitude of hostility to the 
Executive. Lame, futile, miserable pre- 
text! Such an excuse were more becom- 
ing a school boy, when offended by a play- 
mate, than one filling the otlice of Gov- 
ernor of a noble old State. 
The Governor and Treasurer both be— 
long to a political party to which we are 
unalterably opposed. They are both com- 
paratively strangers to us. Hence, unbi- 
ased by personal or political partiality, 
we were prepared in the onset to view, 
with an impartial eye, and weigh with an 
unprejudiced mind, their acts as public 
functionaries. Ina contest between law 
and precedent, right and wrong, the path 
ofduty is plain, and we shall pursue it 
without fear or favor.

A Veto Message. 


ExRCOUTIVR DEPARTMENT.) 
ATLANTA. Ga.. Feb. 10, 18,79. 6 
To the Bouse of Representatives: 

“An Act to authorize the Goveraor to 
draw his warrant for the payment of the 
balance due D. W, Kolbe and Messrs. Byrd 
and Kolbe for artificial limbs furnished 
maimed soldiers of the State and appropri- 
ating money for the same” is herewith re- 
spectfuily returned without the approval 
of the Executive. 

By an act approved March 12th, 1866, 
provision is made for the furnishing of 
maimed soldiers with artiticial limbs. 
Section XXVIII of the General Appropri- 
ation act ot March 13th, 1866, appropriates 
twenty thousand dollars, or sv much there- 
of as may be necessary for that purpose. 
Of this amount only $19.130 has been 
drawn, léaving $870 yet unexpended. An 
act approved December 4th, 1866, author- 
izes the payment of an amount in money 
to the wounded or maimed soldiers equal 
to the value of the limb provided for by the 
act of March 13. 1866. Section xxvuof ap- 
propriation act of December 13, 1866, ap- 
propriates the sum of 000, or as much 
as may be necessary purpose of tur- 
nishing artificial - 3 f this 
amount only 81 zus been drawn, leav- 
ing 820.770 yet us: vended; which added 
to the former amc oyt of $870, will show 
$21.640 still subjeec ee warrant on this ac- 
ccunt.

There being still $21,640, of appropria- 
tions heretofore made on this account un- 
expended, and with money in the Treasu- 
ry, there is no sufficient reason why the 
warrant which has been issued for the 
payment of limbs furnished, should be dis- 
honored, Additional appropriation is 
not necessary at this time. 

It is urged by the contractors that great 
inconvenience and loss is occasioned to 
them by a refusal to recognize and liquid- 
ate the warrant, and they are indisposed to 
continue to furnish limbs under the con- 
tractin future. The needy persons for 
whose benefit this charitable arrangement 
was made by the Government, will there- 
fore be left unprovided for.

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Dry Goods in New York. 


The Economist of Saturday, says: The 
inquiry for prints has been very moderate 
for the season, and stocks are accumulating, 
but prices, nevertheless, are firm, in view 
of the extreme rates prevalent for gray 
cloths and all raw materials. Printers 
claim that they have made no money the 
past year, and while cloths have risen the 
past six weeks two cents per yard, they 
have only been able to obtain an advance 
of one cent per yard on printed goods. 
With cloths at nine and a half cents per 

ard, it is reasonable to conclude that no 

rst-class print can be placed on sale be- 
low fourteen cents per yard, making allow- 
ance for all contingencies; and yet with 
few exceptions, the goods 
very freely, even at 14% cents; conse- 
quently printers maintain they cannot go 
into the market and buy cloths to-day and 
get their money back. This, no doubt, is 
all very true, but, nevertheless, it is only a 
one-sided story, for it is well known that 
some of the leading printers went into the 
market and bouzht up all the cloths that 
could be secured, regardless of price or 
cost. in order to enable them to secure a

ut that aid can extend no further than 
Sincere sympathy and continued and per- 
sistent exposure of all wrong and injus- 
tice on the part of the opposition, and of 
the wisdom and advantages of pursuing 
a different course. Is it not, therefore, che 
art of prudence and wisdom to aid this 
yauniversal and concerted attempt to 
set forth the advantges of that section in 
all their variety, and to offer induce- 
ments to the rest of the world 
to come to them, to thickly settle their 
States. to deveiop their resources, and to 
render at once populous and prosperous ? 
All ot the males thus introduced this year ' 
would be voters in the next Presidential 
election, even if they come from Europe— | 
and a large number could be induced to 
come from the North, all of whom could 
so vote. Thus a political influence would 
be gained. and it would not be a bad or un- 
controllable influence. It would be a 
Democratic influence, one which recog- 
nizes the merit of intelleet and whose gen- 
eral principles have nearly always been 
those of the South. It would bea politi- 
cal influence, necessitating from the Gen- 
eral Government great consideration, and 
respect from all parties; and its political 
advantages cannot be over stated as an aid 
to the quickest settlement of all sectional 
dissensions. It will most promptly restore 


be Southern interests that will shape and 
control those State Governments. 
But another and more immediate influ- 
ence would be felt in its commercial inter- 
ests: Add two or three millions to the 
Cuucasion population—acctistomed to com- 
fort, and calculating economists—and they 
will devote themselves to producing what 
they can best produce, and with it purchas- 
ing what others can purchase more cheap- 
ly. It stimulates trade. gives emplovmer t, 
increases prosperity, attracts others, and 
interests pecuniarily the entire country .— 
No atronger influence than this pecuniary 
interest can be brought to bear on the Re- 
publican party of the North, who make 
money out of the existing state of things. 
but who see the restlessness and irritation 
ot the Northern people under their impo- 
sitions. If they did but know it they 
could make fur more money. and make it 
honestly. if the proswerty of the country 
were encourage’ to its highest develop- 
ment. Let this be shown to them, and we 
know of no better way ofso plainly mani- 
festing it than as the above. 
But tbe other and most material influ- 
ence of this policy would be felt at once in 
the South. It would introduce a new and 
economical system of labor, turning every 
thing to account for the individual benefit. 
and thus completely revolutionizing for 
the better the wastef ful system necessarily 
resulting trom employing the labor of hun- 
dreds or thousands for the benetit of one. 
The thousands would be well off and com- 
fortable, instead of the one immensely 
wealthy, and labor would be recognized as 
respectituland ennobling. It surely does 
not require argument. North or South, to 
show the material advantages of this. They 
are shown in results which would soon 
manifest themselves. and which cannot be 
denied—the happiness, wealth and pros- 
perity of the community. 
In conclusion we would only add thet 
this policy need not intérfere with any 
other. We regard it as the most certain, 
prompt and efficacious that could be 
adopoted; so much so that if we were a 
Southerner we would contribute in con- 
cert with others halt our estate toward the 
formation of the necessary associations 
and the offering of the necessary induce- 
ments. We regard it as far more politic 
and important than the cry for capital. 
This is important and valuable, bat n. 
half as much so as skilled labor. It is al- 
most worthless without it, and the latter 
can Create it. We would, e, urg 
on our Southern friends, whatever i 
they may attempt in order to improve their 
condition, that „ as soon as possible, 
try this, not in a hesitating manner or par 
simonious spirit, but in the only way to! 
give it full effect and a fair trial, frankly. 
cordially and generossly. It will be at 
once responded to from the North, and

Deep Cultivation. 
The subject of deep cultivation as a pre- 
vention of the bad effect of drought, is oc- 
cupying the attention of farmers in Eu- 
rope as well as in America. W. Alexander 
Forsyth, a very intelligent farmer, writes 
to the Agricultural Gazette, a very inter- 
esting article on the subject, in which he 
says that the past season re, quite an 
exceptional one, itis of the highest im- 
rtance to have its oddities recorded.— 
e amount of sunshine and the want of 
rain, during the growing season, have led 
the cultivators to listen to a train of reason 
which it would be im ible to get him 
to believe in but for this unusual visitation. 
Whilst the burning sunshine of 1868 roast- 
ed alive the growing crops on the thin up- 
lands, it boiled np from the cold clays 
and dee alluvial soils such an 
amount of forage and fruit as has not been 
witnessed before by any living man. A 
very extraordinary case of deep rooting in 
search of food and moistcre, has been 
brought to light in a railroad cutting. A 
bank had failen into the cutting, and in 
one place there was a perpendicular frac- 
ture, where the roots of the wheat could be 
traced from six to ten feet deep. Although 
this instance may be a solitary one, if the 
wheat plant could be exhibited with its 
tillered stems and its heavy ears of highly | 
finished grain. with its appendages in the 
form of teeders, many feet in depth. all 
these would speak eloquently by challeng- 
ing all comers to produce from their sur- 
face tillage a plant in such perfection. 

The farm trees that withstand the tem- 
perature of the torrid zone, have their feed- 
ers twenty feet deep in the sandy soil, 
where such a serene medium exists as must 
be in plant life perfect happiness. In the 
cultivation of wheat, as in that of. other 
plants, there are circumstances over which 
the planter has no control, such as the heat 
of 1368 and the deficiency of heat at several 
times. The rich raised bed and the wide 
barren alley meet the cases of heat and wet 
completely. How gladly would the farmer 
avail himself of the Gospel maxim and 
So] 3 if he might only 15 in 
like manner. But J plant must have 
its share of light and air; the blades and 
leaves must be winnow Uy m the 

summer wind. It is surprising to see 
crops of potatoes, etc., almost choking u 
the wide alleys; so greedy isa luxuriant 
crop to get the light and air necessary for
